career, Mr. Macaulay wns elected a mem- 
ber of the House ol Commons from Hdin- 
burg, hi' 1839, and became Secretary ol 
War in the sanuiyeur; but lie did not 
Ion;; remain in oihcu, as the Whigs were 
thrown out of power. On the subject o 
tlie Maynooth endowment, ho jjuvo deep 
ofiensi! to his constituents by speaking in 
fnvorol the grain to the Honian Catholics, 
on which occasion 
hu even ventured to 


allude to tho " bray ol Kxeter Hall." Thu 
rcaenmient against him was so lively, that 
he failed of reelection in 1817, but in 1852 
his constituents made the bust reparation 
in their power, by reelectini; him by accla- 
mation, without asking him to issue nh ad- 
dress, to attend a meeting, .or: lo.htnr a 
farthing of tbo expense. 
He thus sal ones 


more for a short time in Parliament, al- 
though an attack of disease of the, hearl 
compelled him to nvoiil the excitement, of 
public jpeaking. 
After n few sessions, .he 


retired Irom tho llotiso of Commons, and 
and wns raised to the peerage in 1SS7. 
He was never married, and the title dies 
with him. Jn 1812, ho. published Ihe strik- 
ing collection of poems entitled "Lays of 
Aniiout Home," in which, the legendary 
narratives of Livy nre reproduced witlr're- 
marUble brilliancy of illustration, 
and 


descri|v>ivo power. 
In the following year, 


his e-aays which hnci been previously pub 
lishcd in this country, were collected in an 
English edition, nnd in 1S-M, he contribut- 
ed the second pnrt of his essay on Lort 
Chatham to the Ktlinbiiryh Hceicm, and 
thus brought to a close the magmKceiit 
sciies of his papers in the periodical. In 
ISlii, on the restoration of the Whigs to 
power, under Lord John Kussell, Mr.
